to the Affairs of Poland. 

The Vilth Article contains 4 Declarations fign’d 
bY the Emperor, the King of Spain, and the Wing 
of the Two Sicilics, concerning the effeftuating of 
the Articles of the Peace ; the Empcror’s Diploma 
for refigning the Kingdoms of the Two Sicilies and 
the Tufcan Portsto the King of rhe Two Sicilies; 
the Declaration fign'’d at Compiegne concerning the 
Allodial Effeéts, and the Diplomas of the Kings of 
Spain and the Two Sicilies, for the Surrender of 
Parma and Placentia, and of the eventual Succeffion 
of Tufcany, 40 the Family of Lorain. 

The VIIIth Article contains the Emperor's Di- 
ploma for the Ceffion of the Novarefe and the Tor- 
tonefe, &c. to the King of Sardinia; his Imperial 
Majcfty’s Mandare to the Vaffals and Subjeéts of the 
Fiets of Langhes, and the King of Sardinis’s Ac- 
ceflion to the Preliminaries. 

In the IXth Article is contain’d the Duke of 
Lorain’s A&, whereby he yields up his Dominions.

The XIth, tothe XXth Articles inclufive, relate 
to the Difcharge of the Impofts and Contributions ,;
